The vessel has changed hands several times, 
and the litigation is, of course, for its value, 
‘put at tals one hundred thousand, The 
defendunt, a Danish subject named M. L. 
Krisrensey, acting as attorney for the 
nominal owner, re-sold the Santos to its 
original owiers, the Shanghai Tug and 
Lighter, Co., and seems.to consider that the 
plaintiff M. Pav.ov, formerly Russian 
“Minister in Korea, having been acting for 
the Russian Government, is vot an eligible 
claimant, and asserts that he ‘believed the 
vessel to‘ belong not to M. Pavioy, or'the 
. Russian Government, but to the nominal 
and, registered owner, “ Baron” THOMAS 
Crances Ronert Wax, a British subject, 
and (presumably) another agent for the 
Russian Government. The jury, a8 our 
telegram shows, decides that if M. Parnov 
ever owned it, he owned it as agent for the 
Russian Government, aud that “ Baron” 


Waap, although the registered owner, ‘had. 


no right to sell it. Evidently, if the officially 
recognised owner's authority to sell (by his 
attorney) is now denied, the case presents 
curious complications. The name of the 
overt ngout of the Russian Government did 
not appear, perhaps because his appearance 
ju the trmaactions’ was undesirable, 1f 
# Baron” Warp was not a Russian agent, 
why was the vessel registered in his umne, 


It is to this suit. that one telegram refers, 
the jury referred to being a British jury.

THE FORCE OF PUBLIC’ OPINION. 


111,198 trees were planted in Hongkong 
during the year, including 105,645 pino and 
1,978 camphor trees. It was proposed at tho 
commencement of the year to. introduce a 
scheme for fellinggand ro-planting pine forests 
on the block eysiem with a twenty-fivo years 
rotation. But as the schome (actually hegun on 
a big seale) was looked upon with ill-favour 
by the public and.as the opinion was expressod. 
in well-informed quarters that a longor poriod 
of rotation was preferable, it was decided to 
suspend felling operations while the advice of 
the Indian Government was ‘obtained. A 
scheme of issuing Forestry -Licencea in 
tho New Territories was initiavd in the 
hope of inducing the Chinese to adopt mora 
economical methods in dealing with the 
eenaiderable plantations of pine trees formed 
before the cession of the Territories, aud with 
the object of tempting them to take up fresh 
areas of waste lands for further plantiog. Tho 
small area available for rice cultivation and the 
unfertility of the soil combine to prevent 
agriculture from becoming a prominent industry 
in the Colony. The low-lying land in the New 
Territories is probably utilized to nearly the 
fullest.extent possible, and it is thorefore from 
the profitable cultivation of the steep hill slopes 
that any increase in the productivoness of the 
Torritories may be derived. In this connection 
the cultivation of pineapple, and experiments 
that. are being made with sisal homp are of 
much interest. :

FRENCH AGREEMENTS WITH 
HOLLAND AND SIAM,

Now, after six years’ delay, wheo 
the route is being survéyed with o view to o 
commoneament of the work, tho concessionaires 
are confronted with » Chinese agitation against 
railway onterprises by foreigners of any 
nationality, aud the negotiations at Peking are 
Za conscquonco impeded. The British Govern- 
qaentia apparently bringing pressure to bear 
von Peking. avd as the Chiness’ have not the 
samo reason for resisting in this case og in 
that of tho groat trunk line betweon Canton 
gnd Hankow it is quite Likely that the matter 
will be amicably arranged. But it is not 8 
lappy ongury that 9 large number of in- | 
uential merchants and gentry of Canton and 
the cities along the proposed route to ‘Kowloon

Manta Atvus Da SsisA. Macao: Tyyo- 
graphia Mercantil. May, 1905, 

The writer of this dictimary came out to the. 
Eaat in 1875. and, after slaying in Macao 22 
months, procveded to Timor, an island half 
Portugawo and half Dutch lying opposite the 
North of West Australia ud two days’ jourucy, 
from Port Darwin, Fr. Alves ds Silva begen 
his missionary Jabours in Timor in 1847. The 
ratives of Timor at that time wore in a most 
abandoned state: in the most perfect state of 
pavagery. ‘Lhare were very few Christiuns 
amongst thom. There were no gruminars, NO 
dictiowaiies, no literatu of any kind: the 
natives lind not even in alphabet... So that 
when Fr, Alvos and. his companions landed 
in ‘‘imor. they liad to set about learning: 
the language orally from the natives thom- 
selves. ‘They would write their instructions 
in Porlugnose and tresinte them word 
for word with ono or two natives ; thon loarn 
them by heart before giving them to the people. 
After ton yours of this up-hill work, Fr. 
BSebastiao Apparicio daSilva published Lis 
Timor-Tetum Dictionary in Portuguese. This | 
was the first work of tho kind over published: 
Fr. Sebastian had spent his time amongst the 


| prople speaking ‘Tetum hence we have his 


work iuthat dialéct. Fr Alves da Silva spont 
most. of his time in another part of the 
island where the people speak + Galoli*: 
another Timor -dislect, Ho had not made 
up his mind to publi the result of his 
work until the Bishop, Dom José Manorl de 


Carvalho, determined tonppoint him especially 


for that work in 1900, Then Fr. Alves set 
to work ‘to ro-write ond re-arrange all the 
not+a he had daken. He had peut more then 
20 yearsin the midst of the natives; but writing

Cigirotts “ speak-easies” ure 
in existence, but the disappearance of the 
cignrotte is noticeablo on the streets of every 
ot in the State. ;

for the making. of o dictlonary had been quite 6 
secondary occupation. His priucipal occupation 
hed beon that ‘of a misiouury in the wildest of 
countries, The nativeslad tobe instructed snd 
weaned litle by little fiom their superstitious 
practices and when well prepared they had 
to be baptized ; and ancther rot of jnatruotions 
had to be given’ to propsre them for Confession 
and Holy Communion and then again for 
marrioge; all of which means inconceivable 
labour; for the natives sre exceedingly indolont, 
and if they are. very dovile and oasily persuaded 
they aro also very wosk und easily full back 
again into their old ways, And all this Jabour 
had ic bo gone throughin each village: and to 
get from ene village to another, the missionary 
must climb high mountains more than 6,000 foot 
high, cross over rushing torrents at the peril of 
his Lifo, aud in the mids of these journeys ho is 
often struck down with fovers, and his only 
medicine is (he homoly medicine of the natives. 
Besides, tho natives in the mountain districts 
have notall bsensabjeoted to the Portuguese rule: 
they are: most hostile to it; yot the missionaries 
have penetrated every nook and corner of Timor 
and no harm has ovor lwfellen any of them. It 
was in this way that Fr. Alves da Silva becanic 6 
maetor of the Timor Imguage. He lived with 
the natives; ate their food ; took part in their 
joys and in their SUIFOWS ; instructed then ; 
baptized them; heard their confessions; gave 
them communion; married and buried them, 
Dhey were his travelling companions ; corried 
his baggage; bunted for hiw in their expeditions, 
cooked for him; lighted fis for him oa the 
cold mountain tops; matched over him at night 
whilst he stept, and attended him with the 
tiuderest care whenhe fell sick. Wherever 
he went, throughout the length and breadth of 
tha Jand, the pocple treated him like a divinity. 
The word of Fr. Alves has been enough to 
quell the most dongerous revolution, When 
the summits of the mountains have beon crowded 
with thousands of hostile natives, threatening 
the Portuguese with ruin and destraction, 
Father Alvos has nalked unarmed from the 
Portuguese army to that of the rebels 
and without o drop of blood being . shed 
on either side, peace hns been maie between 
the two partion; ye, even when tho. peace 
was uatavourable to the natives. It was 
decided in“ tho yar 1900 by his Lordship 
Dom Jose Manoal ds Carvalbo that Fr. Alves 
should publish the resnlt of hie Inboors and 
should make o dictimary. Fr. Alves happened 
to ba in Macao that year ; so he started at once 
for Timor and for lhe next two years deroled 
himaolf heart and toul to his dictionary. The 
author has placed ot the beginning of ‘the 
dictionary a reprintof a smalt Galoli Grammar 
which be wrote in 1900: it: contains 29 
poges. Then follovs the dictionary consixting 
of 387 pages. Tho size of the book is very 
convenient, being124 +18 centimetres. It is 
ve yneatly printed. The Portngucse words are 
printed in large clesr black type and the trangla- 
tion and explanation in smaller typs. There 
must be at least 10.000 words in the book. The 
acope is nece sear 'ly limited, for, as tho author 
asy#, in Timor ther aro D0 ubstract nouns ; and, 
of course; being such an out-of-the-way islazid, 
‘where the natives live in the most primitive 
alyle, they have no idea of techniosl words ; so 
that the dictionary contains words of every-day 
Jife only, and will prove most useful for those first 
of all to whom it is dedicated, the missionaries, 
then to all others who wish to trest with. the 
patives. All whomay have occasion to use the 
hook will have special reason to be grateful 
to the author ; fer eve ry word shows the hours, 
the days, the moths, the yeors, of labour of 
a bold. untiring and enterprising missionary 
of oyor twenty years, iu # country which is 
jooked upon as one .of the’ anost unhealthy 
of ‘the Portuguese possessions, Six years 
in Timor for o European are made ecnal 
to twelve years in Macoo by tha Portugaes:

Specula- 
tion in blockatle running resulted in sume heavy 
Jo-ses to the Chinesa and thore was tightness of 
mouey at the cud of the year. After the naval 
action ut Chemulpo-oa the 9th February xome 
Russian wounded were treated in the Hongkong 
Hospitals pending removal to Enropo and the 
attention paid to therm was duly recognized by 
the Russian Government. Later + officers and 
él mon from o Russian torpedo boat destroyer, 
who had. taken refuge at Woihaiwei, were 
tiansferred to Hongkong aad arrangements for 
their maintennce here made in conrullation 
with the Russian Consul. 

An attempt was wale in the latter half of the 
year to start the shipment.te South Africa via 
Hongkong of indentw ed Inboucers recruited in 
tho Kwang Si and Kwang Tang Provinces on 
similar conditions ax regards terms of engage: 
ment aud arrangements for transport to (hose 
embodicd in tLe Convention for shipment of 
labourers to South Africa from the ‘ reaty 
P. rts, which was sigued in Londou on the 13th 
May, 190). Au agreement was mite by the 
Acting Consul Genernt at Canton with the 
Vi-oroy of tho ‘Ewe Kwan r for dexpatchiug to 
Hongkong labourers recruited at Wuchow by 
the Chinrse offeials, The class of reerwits 
obtained in this mauner was not satisfactory 
nor wore the numbers obtainible from the two 
Provinces, in tho face of opposition from persons 
jut-restod in recruiling for other countries, 
sufficient to justify the maintenance of the 
dopot here, ‘The attempt wax therefore aban- 
doued after 1.746 labourers had boon despatches. 

A relwllion in Kwang Si, which died down 
towards the end of the year, enabled Hongkong 
to render u service to China by, rigorously 
m jntaining restrictions on the oxport. of arms 
and ammunition from the Colony, 

Che construction of a railway from Canton to 
the froutivr of the territory under British 
jurivdiction, for which the British and Chins 
Corporation had mude a preliminary agréement 
with thé Chinese Government on. tho. 28th 
Mareh, 1899, formed tho subject of discussion 
in London with the Directors of the Corpora- 
tion with a view to an arrangement being made 
for working this. railway with one to he 
coustructed from the frontier of the New 
‘fe rritorien to the sea at British Kowloon. Tho 
strong fevling of the Goverument and of the 
entire commercial community of the Colony as 
to the importanes of the complete undertaking 
to the prospority of Hongkong was. expressed 
in the Roport on the B.us Book for 103. 

During the year the work of the Now 
erritori.s Lind Court, established in 1910, 
and subscquently recon-t tuted, was completed. 
254,277 soparate lots hud been demarcated and 
their ownorshjp determined at ucost of $43,615. 
Appropriate titles to these lots have since been 
is-ued, 

The rice crops in the New Territories were 
good, und an increase in the number of housss 
in nearly oll tho villages evidenced increased 
prosperity. The prasants appewred to appreciate 
the greater security they derived from udeqnate 
police protection and showed willingness to 
assist in. improving road communications. 

Building uctivity in: old Kowloon and 
Youmati gives hope that in. time the consider- 
able available area on the mainland south of the 
hills will furnish relief to the congested districts 
of Victoria, ‘This relief will probably be 
accelerated when the proposed railwuy in in 
hand. 

Un the Island. satisfactory progress was made 
on the two larye docks under construction by 
the Admiralty and by Messrs. Batlertield & 
Swire. Tho 3ft. Gin. electric Tramway from 
Kennedy ‘Town through Victoria to Shuukiwan 
village (9} miles of routé) was pen to traffic 
and in spite of fares that are high for China is 
Lirgely used by Chinoss of all classes.

Tnstances ate récorded in which s bridge of 
memory has been supplied brtweon the nermal 
and the altered phases by-meuns of hypnotism, 
the patient in the hypnotic trance giving 3 
complete history of his proceedings in the 
abnormal state when p eviously he con’d givo 
no sceount of h myself. 

People who walk sn their sleep, peop 
are hypnotised, or who are nnd“r the influence 
of suggestion, tho insane, -and these snffexing 
from the results of alcoholic poisoning aro 
among thoso who display this. extraordinary 
peculiarity.
